PENALTY By DISCIPLINARY ACTION 

Disciplinary action should bo primarily toald the ooli 
lsotlTS growth of the ooll bo that through poaltlvo action 
the mistake 1b understood. All oharges that faoe disciplin- 
ary action shall be under the full oontrol of the commanding 
of floor* and she or be shall weigh all evidence* decide the 
verdlot* and diroot the disciplinary notion to be taken by 
the oharged eomrade.

No off leer may grant the 
UD6 of any of tbesd aald drugs to the full numrar 
of foroos under hlo or her command. v'hen per- 
mission le granted only half the foroe may take 
part while the other half will stand guard duty. 

The past has shown that once true revolution- 
aries have seriously undertaken armed struggle* 
marijuana and aloohol are not used for recreational 
purpooes or to dilute or blur the consciousness or 
reality, instead* very small amounts are used ror 
medicinal purposes to oalm norvea under times or 
tension.

Kot all revolutionaries £* f P 
fighters* this le natural because in making revolution, 
people oust engage In a vide range of praotloe. dome 
comrades must agitate among the exploited workers In the 
Factories# mines# fields and among the unemployed* Sqm 
en^ge In community struggles around welfare, education, 
human rights, dfc£ld ©are, medical care, the aged, youth, 
women and raolsnu Those who engage in mass work of this 
type prove they are revolutionary and not reformist by 
reminding the people that only through unity and revolu- 
tlonary armed struggle will they seise their freedom. 

These revolutionaries understand that comrades who engage 
In armed struggle are fighting In the interest of the^ 
^.people and therefore must be supported. The fighters 
Know that they need the people's support to survive* 


All revolutionaries, not just the fighters, must be 
prepared to fight. As a result many combat elements will 
come from the ranks of the taotloal support units. Some 
may never fight because their aupport skills are too valu- 
able to the revolution; but they still will be prepared 
to fight If necessary. If only to defend themselves. A 
revolutionary need not be In combat to see dearly that 
a war Is In progress. 


when one agrees with the strategy of the Symblonese

PENALTY BY DEATH 

All charges that face a death penalty shall he presented 
to a Jury trial made up of the members of the guerrilla 
forces. The Jury shall be selected by the charged and the 
Judge conducting the trial shall he selected by the charged 
also. The charged shall select his or her defense, and the 
trial Judge shall select the prosecutor. The Jury shall he 
composed of the remaining members of the oell, and the 
verdict must be unanimous.

Any soldier may leave the guerrilla forces If 
she or he feels that they no longer feel the courage 
or faith in the people and the struggle that we 
wage. A soldier, however, must follow the Codes of 
War in doing this: that is, he or ehe must Inform 
the commanding officer of their wish to leave the 
guerrilla forces. Thereupon, the commanding officer 
will release them in a safe area% The excombatant 
may only leave with his or her personal side-arm. 

Remember, this is the ONLY way a soldier may leave 
the SLA any other way is deserting, punishable by 
death. 

6. ALL PAID OR UNPAID INFORMANTS OPERATING WITHIN THE

Few analysts are ex pec tin g a material 
upturn id semiconductors earlier than the 
first quarter of 1975 and possibly even 
liter. But Corrigan has no doubt that 
Fairchild wifi come out of this slump in 
good shape For one thing, internal con- 
trols were glaringly absent when Fair* 
child got caught fiatfooied with a huge 
and costly buildup of inventory back in 
1970* “Vc didn't even realize there was a 
slowdown until three or four months af- 
ter it began," Corrigan admits. Since 
then* he goes on, Fairchild has developed 
“an acute intelligence system that tells us 
what inventory levels are and how and 
when they change among both our com- 
petitor! and our customers.** 

Early this year, for example, semi- 
conductor demand was still rolling along, 
creating major backlogs of orders and 
stretching delivery time out to as long as 
nine months. But Fairchild was already 
taking steps to cut back production, lay 
off production workers in the Ui Singa- 
pore, Hong Kong and Korea and reduce 
planned capital expenditures for the year, 
from $55 million to $45 million "As early 
as January we were pr edicting a down- 
turn for sometime around April or May " 
Corrigan boasts. “And we began slowing 
ourselves down sooner than most of the 
competition. In fact, some of them only 
began to realize there was a downturn in 
midsummer" 

Fairchild seems to have achieved an 
equally notable transformation in the 
marketplace* It has expanded its cus- 
tomer base fivefold over the past four 
years and, more important, diversified it 
substantially* Heavily dependent for the 
bulk of its volume on a handful of main- 
frame computer manufacturers back in 
1970, the company is now a major sup- 
plier to scores of mini-computer makers, 
peripherals producers, interface manu- 
facturers and other related component 
users. "The breadth of our customer 
base," Corrigan explains, "gives us a 
strong buffer against the cyclicality of 
the businett," 

Fairchild has also spent some $43 mil- 
lion in the past three years to modernize 
its aging manufacturing facilities and to 
buy a substantial market position abroad, 
particularly in Europe and Japan. Last 
year foreign sales more than doubled, 
contributing 30% of total volume. Corri- 
gan expects foreign sales to rise again this 
year, providing a cushion against the flat 
domestic market 

On the technological front, Fairchild 



FaMUkTi Wilfred Cvrigm 

has been battling to recover a lot of lost 
pound. As the second-largest manufac- 
turer of integrated circuits— the tiny chip 
with thousands of miniature components 
on its surface that is the fastest growing 
segment of the semiconductor industiy- 
the company was nearly overtaken by 
some newcomers to the game, such as 
National Semiconductor. Now, thanks to 
§ strong research and development effort, 
it has strengthened its position in several 
key areas* 

In the bipolar integrated-circuit mar- 
ket, for example, Fairchild has become 
the undisputed industry leader in the pro- 
duction of memory circuits, which are 
used in everything from computers and 
cash registers to telephone switching sys- 
tems and industrial controls. Recently, 
moreover, the company has been improv- 
ing its lackluster posture in metal-oxide 
semiconductor! (MOS). Long the weakest 
link in its product chain, MOS devices 
are now receiving a major push from 
Corrigan: some fifty new ones are being 


introduced this year. Fairchild’s major j 
strategy now, says the tough, no-nonsense 
Corrigan, is “to completely dominate the 
memory and logic marketplace. Our 
plan," he asserts, “is to keep on expand- 
ing the lines until they have become 
enormous." 

The kind of market growth that Corri- 
gan expects to absorb this rapid expan- 
sion lies, of course, beyond the current . 
■lump. Indeed, in the decade ahead he 
visualizes an industry growth rate that 
willoutdazzle the fast pace of the past ten 
years* "We’re far more positive about the 
next ten yean than the past ten," he says 
flatly* 

Meanwhile, Corrigan sees Fairchild rid- 
ing out the stump by "digesting its reoent 
rapid growth" and “avoiding any adven- 
turing" (tike making major acquisitions 
or developing end products such as calcu- 
lator* and electronic watches). “We re 
now taking a conservative posture," be 
says, “to study all the opportunities com- 
ing our way "

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In the sixties* a reawakening of the ..‘omen's Movement occurred In 
the United States. -Ve say reawakening because prior to 1920 and dating 
back to the early 1800's* there was a growing and vital feminist move- 
ment in the United States and Western Europe, particularly England ad 
France, Women rere intimately Involved in the Abolitionist Movement 
beginning around 1330. Just as in the 1960's* the Abolitionist women 
came to recognize their own oppression through struggling foe the free- 
dom of other oppressed people. They rere not treated as the political 
equals of the Abolitionist men. Consequently* they began to make their 
own demands for political freedom. In same segments of the movement, 
cultural oppression became a focus as well. On July 19, 1843* the first

delegates approved a Declaration of Sentiments that called for civil 
equality and included a suffrage resolution.

Their demands for 
women's rights and suffrage were put aside by men finally in the interest 
of passing the 13* 14 and 15 Amendments to the Constitution. The latter 
amendment prohibited the denial of suffrage on acoount of race but not 
sex.

beginning around 1850* JUst as in the 1960* s, tbe Abolitionist women 
cane to recognise their own oppression through struggling for ths fTce- 
don of ether oppressed pe aisle* They -ere not treated as the polltioal 
e quale of the Abolitionist men. Consequently, t ey began to make their 
own demands for polltioal freedom* In seise segments of the movement, 
(cultural oppression became a focus as well* Cn July 19, 1848, the first 
•Woman's Rights Convention* was held in Seneca Palls, Mew fork. The 
delegates approved a Declaration ef Sentiments that called for civil 
equality an! Included a suffrage resolution* Women continued to struggle 
for abolition until Mb* throughout the Civil v.’ar* Their demands for 
women's rights end suffrage ware put aside by men finally In the interest 
of passing the 18, 14 and 15 Amendments to the Constitution* The letter 
amendment prohibited the denial of suffrage on seeount of race but not 
sex* 

Because of these setbacks, women rallied around the priority of 
obtaining suffrage* However, the^.vae divislvenees in the movement 
between the conservative faction (Anerioan woman suffrage Aaan*) that 
focused primarily cn the vote, end the more radical faction (national
